In Its 
overthrow. This

Illustrated by the concerted action of 
the lovers of the Bible, In removing 
the stigma placed on God’s word In 
forbidding It to he read In our schools. 
Reference was iheu made to various 
abomination* that prevail lu our coun­ 
try and cltv. such as Sabbath desecra­ 
tion, greed for wealth, worldly pleas­

NEW JERSEY’S OLDEST HOUSE. 


ltu iit a t L yons F a rm s by th * O rig in a l 
M eeker W h o L oft C o n n ecticu t. 
The old Meeker house, 
at Lyons 
Farms, is claimed by that family to be 
the oldest betise in New Jersey—not 
one of th** oldest, but the oldest. 
It is 
now occupied by W illiam Gurumon, 
who is a lineal descendant of the origi­ 
nal Meeker, who held His patent from 
the crown. 
There is an :unusing incident con 
nested with litis patriarch which gave 
rise to the building of the house in 
question. He was originally of the Con 
necticut oolony, and, being the owner 
of a small sloop, his fishing excursions 
■unit times extends! far into the Sab­ 
bat ii day. 
This did not meet with the 
ideas of those days, so he was flued sev­ 
eral times, and more severe punishment 
was threatened if he did not attend di 
vine worship regularly aud cease hi* la 
bors on the Lord’s day. 
But one dark night Meeker placed all 
his goods on board his boat and nulled 
aw’ay. 
He settled in New Jersey and 
there erected the house which still 
stands. 
The precise year in which it 
was built is not known, but one of Mr. 
Gummou’s ancestors was born there in 
1677. 
The roof of this curious old farmhouse 
has tx-en renewed many times, but the 
side walls of cedar shingles remain as 
they were put on by the old man, with 
hand wrought nails, more than two cen­ 
turies ago and are yet in very fair con 
dill on. Inside some rooms are wainscot­ 
ed with tulip poplar. 
The ceilings are 
low. 
The double doors still swing on 
the strap hinges which first held them 
in position, while other surroundings 
ar*' in strict keeping with the antiquat- 
»d appearance of the place. 
Beside the well sweep Rtamis a large 
stone, hollowed out like a basin, in 
which many generations have cleansed 
their hands and face* at the well after 
the fashion of former times.—New York 
Herald.
